Jerusalem Post Diplomatic Corretpondest

Ὁ Thant was authorized by the 
Security Council to appoint such a 
mission in order to check on the 
implementation of the resolufion, 
which had calied on Israel “to res- 
cind the measures and actlon, and 
to take no further steps in the 
occupied section of Jerusalem, which 

may purport to change the status 
ou the city." He was asked ‘to re- 
port back on his findings within 
60 days. 

The mission has not been of- 
ficlally appointed, however, accord- 
ing to the reports from New York.

. Trish troops face 
British at border 


DUBLIN (AP). — Irish and British 
troops yesterday confronted each 
other with arms at the ready at a 
border town The Irish accused the 
British of crossing the border. 


An Irish army officer pointed a 
sub-machinegun at a British officer 
and demanded that he hand over 
8 quantity of explosives which he 
elaimed the British had brought 
into’ the Irish Republic to blow up a 
border bridge. : 


The confrontation came at Mun- 
nelly, a village on the border be- 
tween County Fermanagh in North- 
ern Ireland and County Monaghan 
in the Republic. After a 90-minute 
parley the British withdrew, leaving 
the bridge intact. 


The British were there to cut 
what is known as an “unapproved” 
road. The unmarked border is cross- 
ed by at least 200 roads and 
lanes, but only 30 have customs 


As the British prepared to blow 
up the bridge, a police officer told 
them ‘they were -In the Republic's 
territory. Sources here said the 
British officer disputed the location, 
so the Republican police officers 
called in the military.1 

British troops previously had Diast- 
ed the road near the bridge to 
make it impassable but farmers 
filed In the crater. Many farmers 
have lands on both sides of the 
border and use upapproved roads 
to save lengthy detours.

eity began in the 1920s, when the first 


appreciable numbers of immigrants 
began to arrive. In those days there 
was πὸ city plan whatsoever, and 
many of the present problems have 


τ their origin in that fact. A number 


of errors were made then which are 
now difficult, if not impossible, to 
rectify. For example: 
e iIn-the 1920s, the majority of 
municipal lands were divided 
into building plots for purposes of 
speculation rather than through & 
future-oriented plan, which would as- 
sure the necessary public services 
(roads, parks, schools, hospitals, 
ete.). Furthermore, in most cases, 
these parcellations ignored topogra- 
phical considerations. 
e The port of Haifa was built 
during the Mandate period, in the 
very heart of town, thus depriving 
the city of its natural beach. In 
addition to the unfortunate location 
of the port, a wall of buildings was 
erected on Rehov Atzmaut and along. 
adjacent streets — which blocked 
the port itself from easy access to 
the city. 

Only in 1984 was an Outline 
Scheme for Haifa approved, but it 
was based on the land parceilations 
of the 1920s which, in turn, were 
directed to purely commercial inter- 
ests, Hence, although the Scheme 
projected a future population of 
approximately 650,000, πὸ adequate 
land was designated for providing 
this population with the necessary 
public services. | 

After statehood, in 1952-53 to be 


dicated a population of no more 
than 450,000 by the year 2000, if 
the desired results: were to be ob- 
tained. 

Jn order to realize the Outline 
Scheme, it was held necessary to 
replan many areas, especially those 
which were parcellated arbitrarily. 
This, it should be noted, js a rather 
sensitive task: one must often step 
on the toes of vested interests, and 
feelings are sometimes hurt. However, 
the development spoosored in the 
mid-1950s in many parts of the city 
by the Municipality of Haifa paid no 
jheed to the outraged cries of pri- 
vate interests and, as a result, Hai- 
fa is today blessed, as it might not 
otherwise have been, by modern 
roads, exquisite gardens and :beau- 
tiful public buildings. 

‘AH this was achieved, among other 
things, by the construction of high- 
rise buildings, which made more 
land available for public needs. The 
locations of the high-rise buildings 
‘were all chosen with due consklera- 


pality acquired and expropriated, 
during the last two years, about 
2,000 duvams along the coastline. 
The Municipality now owns almost 
the entire beach front extending 
from the port to the city’s southern 
lmits. A detailed plan for this area 
is already under way and it is hoped 
that the necessary funds will be 
found for realizing the project's 
development. 

Since 1048 spacious parks have 
been developed in Haifa. Aside from 
the well known “Gau-Ha-em," Haifa

In a series of articles {n this 
newspaper (June 9, August 22, 
August ΟἹ, September 1}, Ya'akov 
Ardon took the city of Haifa to 
task for belng insufficiently con- 
cerned with developing a proper 
town plan that would preserve 
the city's matural beauty and 
enhance its amenities. Among 
other things, he charged *,. the 
city with aggravating traffic 
congestion by a failure to build 
an efficient network of roads 
leading into and out of the city; 
with sacrificing the skyline of 


τ 
and encompassing an area of 34 
dunams; and a variety of local 
parks scattered through the city. 
Mention should also be made of 
the “Gan Hazikaron,” located near 
Halfa's City Hall. This lovely spot 
was laid out on land designated for 
construction and came into belng 
only thanks to the efforts of the 
Municipality. Likewise, many green 
areas were created by cancelli 
building plots along Panorama Road. 
The Municipality bought all the area 
below the Carmelite Monastery (ap- 
proximately 700 dunams) which 
made possible the afforestation of 
the French Carmel slopes. 

Contrary to the rumours regarding 
the Munictpality’s intention te cut 
di the trees In “Gan-Ha-em,” the 
fact is that there are plans to con- 
tinue development there on the re- 
serve of 400 dunams on both sides 
of the wadi and up to the sea. It is 
the policy of the Municipality to 
preserve trees everywhere in the city. 
Our concern in this matter is so 
great that authorized plans for the 
widening of certain existing roads 
(suchas Rehov Shaar Lebanon, Derech 
Hayam, Rehov Horeb, Sderot Hazvi, 
εἴς.) were mot carried out lest the 
trees be destroyed. Only if the tree 
is a traffic hazard will it be cut 
down. Haifa's citizens will recall 
the solitary tree which stood in the 
middle of Rehov Allenby and inter- 
fered with traffic. It was chopped 
down only after a written warning 
was received from the Chief of

As for the Carmel ridge, here there 
is a detailed plan, shaped by a 
team of' experts.

The govern- 
memt pays the salary of the sole 
shochet (who is now training two 
young men) to ritually slaughter 
six animals a week (five should be 
enough but an extra one is killed 
im case one is found to be ritually 
unfit}. The nine kasher fore- 
quarters are then placed in the 
only private enterprise in all of 
Cuba — the two kasher butchers! 
The tenth is sold to one of the Hf 
Synagoguges for use in its kasher —— 5 
restaurant.

‘Demilitarize Sinai’ 


Indian student leader:

"T don’t see any Hkelihood of a 
major war between Indla and Pakis- 
tan in the near future -- simply 
because Pakistan lacks the military 
capacity at present,” Mr. Subhash 
Goyal, chairman of the All-India 
Central Board of University Student 
Unions, said at a press conference 
in Jerusalem yesterday. 

‘Mr. Goyal, who has been in 15- 
tael attending the Conference on 
Youth Unrest which ended at Tel 
Aviv University on Wednesday, ap- 
peared together with Mr. Ronnie 
Milikowsky, president of the Na- 
tional Union of Israel Students, Mr. 
Milikowsky sald that Israel students 
gave their “full support to the po- 
litical struggle of the people of Ban- 
gia Desh and protest the murders 
committed by the West Pekistan 
government.” The Student Union 
also “calis on the Government to 
take a clear and unequivocal stand 
over Bangla Desh, and to the Is- 
raeli public to actively protest the 
genocide committed by West Pakls- 
tan.” 

Mr. Goyal, who is from Delhi, cri- 
ticized Arab support for Pakistan 
and “American imperialist poiicies 
which involve supporting the Chi- 
nese In crushing the freedom move- 
ment in Bangla Desh.” Mr. Goyal 
also strongly condemned Saudi 
Arabla’s policy of supplying jets to 
Pakistan. There are now 12 million 
Bangla Desh refugees on the Indian 
border, Mr. Goyal said — the re- 
sult of “the greatest disaster in the 
history of civilization; Yahya Khan 
(the president of Pakistan) has 
shown himself to be even more evil 
than Hitler.” 

India, which is a developing na- 
tion, is bearing the huge economic 
burden of starving and diseased re- 
fugees, many of whom need psy- 
chiatric treatment after witnessing 
“the butchery and rape of their own 
families." The world, Mr. Goyal said, 
reacted with great intensity to the 
Biafran tragedy, “but this 19 ten 
times worse, and there has not been 
a single U.N. resolution condemn- 
ing Pakistan.” 

‘Asked about the looming conflict 
between India and Pakistan over 
Bangla Desh, Mr. Goyal said: “We 
have always been preparing to con- 
front China and not Pakistan.” ‘The 
Pakistanis, Mr. Goyal declared, “are 
no match for us.” India is manu-

He himself had been agalnst 
the occupation of the Sinai Penin- 
sula before his arrival here, “but 
now I think that, for strategic rea- 
sons, it should ‘be 8. demilitarized 
zone.”
